WASHINGTON, Feb. 15—A Bos- 
ton record distributor testified 
today that he paid about $2300 in 
“gratuities” to various disk 
jockeys and $1400 to a Boston 
radio station. 

The distributor, Cecil Steen, 
president of Records, Inc., told 
the House subcommittee investi- 
gating ‘“‘payola” that he paid 
the money to Boston disk jockeys 
“in the hopes that we would 
receive favoritism.’ 

The idea, Steen said, was to 
persuade the disk jockeys to play

“CALCUTTA, India,’ Feb. 15 
(UPI)—Soviet Premier Khrush- 
chev arrived here today to a 
generally unexciting reception. 
He and his party were wel- 
comed at Dum Dum Airport by 
the Governor and the chief min- 
ister of the state ot West Bengal. 
His visit generated little inter- 
est despite an extensive propa- 
ganda effort by the local Com- 
munist party newspaper.

The demure look on the face 
of Mabel, one of the St. Louis 
Zoo’s two sea elephants, was 
explained today by Director 
George P. Vierheller. In a few 
days, the zoo expects to have 
three sea elephants. 

To await the event, Mabel has 
been segregated in a special pen 
just above the Sea Lion Pool 
in which she and Moby Dick, 
the zoo’s male sea elephant, 
ordinarily are confined. The pen 
has a private pool and a nest of 
straw. 

“We are expecting the new 
arrival within a week,” said 


Vierheller, ‘If all goes well it 
will be.one of. the first, if not 
the first, baby sea elephants 
raised in captivity.” . 

About 25 years ago the zoo 
lost a baby sea elephant at birth 
when the young animal drowned 
in the pool, 

This time elaborate precau- 
tions have been taken to see 
mother and baby safely through. 
Zoo attendants ‘are on duty 
around the clock, prepared to 
drain Mabel’s pool if necessary.

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PALMER PLEADS 


ON PUNISHMENT 


James G. Palmer pleaded guil- 
ty today of the murder of Mrs. 
Hazel Riley, a Wood River 
waitress, last Sept. 15. 

The plea was entered before 
Circuit Judge James O. Monroe 
Jr. in Edwardsville. A hearing 
was begun immediately to de- 
termine the severity of the sen- 
tence. Palmer faces from 14 
years in prison to death in the 
electric chair. 

Palmer changed his plea when 
the case was called. He had 
pleaded not guilty at his arraign- 
ment on the murder charge. 

Psychiatrist to be Heard. 

Madison County Public De- 
fender Austin Lewis, attorney 
for Palmer, had announced to 
reporters about an hour before 
the trial started that his client 
would plead guilty. Lewis said 
he would offer evidence in miti- 
gation of the offense, including 
testimony by Dr. Groves B. 
Smith, an Alton psychiatrist. He 
did not disclose the nature of Dr. 
Smith’s testimony. 

Witnesses were to be called 
by the state in an effort-to show 
that there was no mitigation of | 
the offense. Judge Monroe an- 
nounced that some witnesses 
would have to be heard tomor- 
row. He is expectedto pro- 
nounce sentence sho after the 
hearing concludes. 

Mrs. Riley was one of three 
victims shot and killed by Pal- 
mer in a series of holdups. The 
others were Thomas Nelson, a 
St. Louis county tackle shop ,op- 
erator, and a Humboldt, Tenn., 
filling station attendant. Palmer 
admitted the killings. 

Victim Shot Six Times. 

The body of Mrs. Riley, 22 
years old, was found in a lonely 
wooded area near Wood River 
Sept. 17. She had been shot six 
times. Palmer re-enacted the 
shooting of Mrs, Riley and the 
holdup at Dot’s Cafe, in Wood 
River, which preceded the kill- 


ing. 

Mrs. Riley was robbed of $35 
by Palmer, who forced her to 
accompany him in his car. He 
drove to the lonely road, forced 
Mrs. Riley to walk ahead of him, 
he said, then “let her have it.” | 

Palmer was captured when he | 
attempted to hold up eight men 
at the Gorman Bros. Construc- 
tion Materials Co., in Jerseyville, 
last Oct. 10. He was overpow- 

' ered and disarmed by the vic- 
tims after threatening them with 
a rifle for more than an hour.

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The New Latin Leaders 


In the midst of North American concern 
over the extreme policies of Fidel Castro in 
Cuba and over the oppression by Gen. Trujillo 
in the Dominican Republic, it should be reas- 
suring to know that Latin America also has 
developed stable and friendly governments 
from recent revolutions. 

From Mexico to Chile the sister republics 
are struggling largely with economic prob- 
lems without turning to orgies of anti-gringo- 
ism. They are welcoming American aid, pub- 
lic or private, without losing contro] of their 
economies or political freedom. Three nations, 
in particular, prove that this can be done: 

Argentina: This country overthrew Dictator 
Peron in 1955. Since then, President Arturo 
Frondizi, who was considered a leftist when 
elected, has managed to keep Peronists and 
Communists under control. He has imposed 
an austerity program which has brought the 
peso down to 82 to the dollar instead of 110. 
Bank reserves have increased almost ten-fold. 


By permitting foreign participation in the 
oil industry, he has brought Argentina close 
to self-sufficiency instead of dependency on 
imports. Through his. difficulties, President 
Frondizi has maintained close and friendly 
ties with the United States. The American 
people learned to respect him during his visit 
and television appearances in this country 
last year. 

Colombia: The Colombians, who for many 
years had enjoyed democracy with a two-party 
system, fell under military dictatorship after 
World War II. They finally turned on Dic- 
tator Gustavo Rojas Pinilla in 1°57 and tried 
a new experiment: nonpartisan coalition gov- 
ernment with all major posts divided between 
Liberals and Conservatives. The Liberal 
leader, Alberto Lleras Camargo, accepted the 
presidency in 1958 and has proved his non- 
partisanship in trying to restore order to a 
nation torn by civil war and banditry. 

While Colombia maintained relative pros- 
perity even during dictatorship, owing to 
growing industrialization and oil, inflation 
and a trade gap are President Lleras’s chief 
problems. Also once considered a leftist, he 
too has held to a middle-road path, and has 
made friends in North America. 


Venezuela: After decades of intermittent 
dictatorships, Venezuela turned out Gen. 
Perez Jimenez in 1958 and elected Romulo 
Betancourt, long leader of Venezuela’s liberal 
movement. Despite record governmental reve- 
nues for Latin America, owing to oil exports, 
President Betancourt is confronted with wide- 
spread inflation, poverty, unemployment and 
concentrations of land ownership. 

In response, he has clung to the profit- 
sharing arrangement with foreign oil com- 
panies, but has doubled his school and health 
budget, initiated practical public works and 
presented a land reform program. Recently 
he warned Latin Americans of creating “hos- 
tility against foreign investment capital and 
against the U.S.” 

These, then, are some of the new leaders 
of Latin America who have emerged through 
militant nationalism and dictatorship to bring 
responsible government to their nations. Each 
also stands for inter-American understanding. 
In turn, they have earned the right to under- 
standing help from the United States. 


Arteries to Be Unblocked 


The groundwork for what might turn out to 
be several modest improvements in tfgffic 
flow at the city-county line and within Cton- 
gested parts of the county is quietly being 
prepared at a series of meetings that have 
been held over the last several weeks. 

Sponsored by Mayor Tucker and Supervisor 
McNary, the mings bring together city and 
county traffic engineers and officials of many 
of the larger county municipalities. The aim 
is to achieve by co-operation and compromise 
some of the advantages that were implicit in 
the defeated Metropolitan District plan, which 
provided among other things for area-wide 
direction and control of traffic movement. 

It is a tedious business, but the group has 
agreed on certain basic reforms that it will 
seek to persuade legislative bodies in the 
various jurisdictions to enact. These include 
removal of unnecessary stop signs, establish- 
ment of uniform speed limits and parking 
restrictions on arteries that pass through more 
than one municipality, synchronization of 
traffic signals and the like. 

The next step is the more difficult one— 
actually persua aldermen and councilmen 
representing segments of the commu- 
nity to adopt measures that benefit the whole 
city-county area. In cases where the commu- 
nity interest conflicts with a narrow neighbor- 
hood interest this may be impossible to 
achieve, but the need justifies the effort. 

Main city-county arteries have to be open 
and traffic lights have to be synchronized; 
and if it can’t be done through co-operation, 
a search for more effective means will have 
to be begun. 


Old Issue in a New Day 

Echoes of the underlying issue which a 
quarter of a century ago caused the big 
schism in the American labor movement— 
the differences between craft and industrial 
unions which led to the establishment of the 
cloO—currently are troubling the reunited 
federation, the AFL-CIO.

How Support Can - Be Earned 


Members of the St. Louis School Board 
possess the power to make a really effective 
contribution to the Teachers’ Crusade for 
Education being mobilized in behalf of the 
$1.77 school levy. 

If the Board would elect a Building Com- 
missioner prior to the March 22 special elec- 
tion, as proposed by Member Daniel L. 
Schlafly, it would earn the public confidence 
and support essential to the success of the 
tax campaign. 

When it voted to submit the 26-cent tax in- 
crease, the Board made one or two conces- 
sions to those who have been demanding that 
the system take steps to eliminate unneces- 
sary spending. But it balked at binding itself 
to elect a Building Commissioner before the 
tax election, and that is crucial. 

The system’s Acting Building Commis- 
sioner, Harold E. Dessau, is the first head of 
this department in ages to attempt to cut 
down on waste, featherbedding and slipshod 
service in this patronage-staffed empire. From 
the point of view of the ward politicians, the 
School Board made a mistake in permitting 
him to occupy that office even temporarily. 
There is reason to fear he will be replaced 
when the term he is filling expires in June. 

Board President H. Lee Bruns and his col- 
leagues could allay those fears by a prompt 
and straightforward decision on the Building 
Commissioner’s future. In our judgment Mr. 
Dessau has proved his worth to the people in 
the face of fierce opposition from the politi- 
ciaris. He should be elected to a full four-year 
term as evidence to the voters that the Board 
merits the support that Superintendent Hickey 
and the teachers are being sent out to solicit. 


The FCC’s Omission 

Despite espousal of an anti-payola law, the 
Federal Communications Commission has not 
answered criticism that it has been a reluc- 
tant regulator of radio and television. 

The anti-payola law, first suggested by At- 
torney General Rogers, places the burden 
for enforcement on the Justice Department 
and not on the FCC. Though the FCC says it 
lacks authority over TV station employes with 
respect to payola it adds, in effect, that it does 
not want such authority. 

Mr. Rogers had criticized the FCC for lack 
of “more timely and vigorous action” in the 
payola and quiz show scandals. House investi- 
gators have repeated the charge. The FCC’s 
reply, suggesting laws for somebody else to 
prosecute, is not an adequate reply. 

If the FCC had really wished to strengthen 

its own authority to attack deceptions in the 
broadcasting industry, the commission would 
have accepted the second of the Attorney 
General’s proposals for changes of law. That 
proposal was to allow the FCC to suspend, 
as well as revoke, station licenses. 
_ The revocation power is so stringent that 
the FCC has almost never used it. But legal 
authority to put a station out of business 
temporarily, instead of permanently, could 
help invigorate FCC action against radio and 
television malpractices. 

Since the FCC is not actively seeking this 
power, the presumption must be that the com- 
mission does not want it. The FCC has con- 
ducted its own investigation of the TV scan- 
dals, yet now seems as reluctant to do anything 
constructive about them as it was before. 


World Court Move in Danger 
Nationalist-minded organizations such as 
the American Legion and the Daughters of 
the American Revolution are participating in 
a move to prevent. repeal of the so-called 


Connally Amendment, which places reserva- 


tions on United States membership in the 
International Court of Justice. Reports are 
that Capitol Hill is being flooded with adverse 
mail and that the repeal proposal is moribund. 

The Senate Foreign Committee 
held a hearing on the measure in January 
and plans another one soon. Reports are that 
the committee will table it quietly at that 
time. Why should this be, when the legislation 
ore ine approval yep on > cag and 
ea members Republican Adminis- 
tration as well as of influential Democrats? 
A majority of the committee favors the plan 
but top committee members fear that if they 
vote approval and send it to the floor the 
opposition of Southern Democrats and con- 
servative Republicans would be strong enough 
to prevent passage. 

This is a case where courage must be tem- 
pered with wisdom. If Chairman Fulbright 
and his colleagues should vote for the pro- 
posal in committee and if the Senate should 
then reject it, the result would be to confirm 
present United States policy. This would be 
worse for our international relations than if 


over any matter this country decides for 
itself is essentially domestic, and reflects 
American postwar timidity.

A convincing statement of the dan- 
ger appeared in a recent study of the 
impact of military technology on 
United States strategy, published by 
the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. ‘Because independent. Allied stra- 
tegic forces can add little to the stra- 
tegic deterrent supplied by the United 
States strategic force,” the authors of 
the study argue, “and because they 
divert Allied ‘efforts from more press- 
ing needs . .., the United States should 
discourage the establishment or ex- 
tension of independent nuclear forces.” 

Later, they argue that strategic de- 
terrents in ‘the hands of America’s 
Allies actually do not deter since the 
threat they carry is not convincing. 
No European nation could afford nu- 


clear weapons of the variety and so- 
phistication needed for a “‘counter- 
force” strategy, aimed primarily at 
Russian nuclear bases; while if they 
were used against Soviet cities they 
would be suicidal. , 

Perhaps the President only meant 
that the United States should give its 
Allies tactical nuclear weapons, not 
strategic ones. Yet even here he can 
find little comfort in the study pub- 
lished by the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. It opposes them for two rea- 
sons, First, tactical nuclear weapons 
would expose what it calls the ‘‘battle- 
field countries” to great devastation if 
they were actually used in war. Sec- 
ondly, even tactical nuclear weapons 
are not a substitute for flesh and 
blood: ‘Such weapons will not com- 
pensate for the numerical inferiority of 
the troops employing them against 
troops similarly armed.” 


This, surely, is good sense, In the 
crowded countries of Western Europe 
tactical nuclear weapons might be 
almost as devastating as hydrogen 
bombs, at least if they were used on a 
large scale in battle. For that reason 
the threat to use them is unconvincing 
—and they lose their deterrent value. 
The possession of nuclear weapons by 
the countries of Western Europe (our- 
selves included) can only. make world 
stability harder to reach. It may be 
galling for national pride to have to 
rely on the United States for the ulti- 
mate deterrent; but it is one of the 
facts of life. 


The generous spirit underlying the 
President’s words is not in doubt; but 
if a precise offer of weapons were to 
be made Western Europe would do 
well to decline it.

award winner, pianist Marianne 
-Bommer Kremer, presented a re- 
cital yesterday afternoon at the 
Wednesday Club. Her program 
included’ music by Handel, 
Beethoven, Dello Joio znd Chopin. 

Apart from a sprinkling of 
missed notes and an occasional 
momentary lapse in control, Mrs. 
Kremer revealed no significant 
flaws. Her finger work is neat- 
ly lady-like, and her phrasing, 
although inconsistent, is capable 
of considerable sensitivity. 

Her pedaling, on the other 
hand, shows more than a trace of 
quixoticism. She blurred several 
passages in the first movement 
of Beethoven’s C Major Sonata 
(Opus 53) with a too-liberal foot; 
on the other hand; in the finale 
of the same sonata, her reluctane 
to pedal during several of the cli- 
mactic moments deprived them 
of much nobility aad eloquence. 

But my principal complaint 
with Mrs, Kremer’s playing lies 
on musical, rather than on tech- 


nical grounds. Throughout the 
recital, I found myself unable to 
shed the conviction that, al- 
though she had prepared her 
music with care and diligence, 
she had never really participated 
in it. 

This detachment seemed most 
conspicuous in the larger works. 
The Beethoven suffered from it 
and so did the Third Sonata by 
Dello Joio. The trouble is, I be- 
lieve, that Mrs. Kremer, in her 
pursuit of the notes, has over- 
looked the architectonic problems 
inherent,in any elaborate musi- 
cal structure, 

Here and there, certainly 
enough, Mrs. Kremer produced 
some wonderful moments in the 
Beethoven, The second theme of 
the first movement remained in 


tempo. (as it rarely does, and as 


it should always be), and its

MAXWELL D. (for Davenport) TAYLOR was born if 


Keytesville, Mo., Aug. 26, 1901. He was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West Point in 1922. He 
retired as Army Chief of Staff last July after deciding he 
wasn’t making much progress while in uniform toward lead- 
ing the Army out of what he calls its “Babylonian captivity.” 

The first American general to land in Normandy (he 
parachuted with his troops the night before D day), he once 
took command of a surprise attack on a small unit and killed 
some of the enemy himself. Before Italy collapsed, he risked 
his life under the noses of the Germans in what Gen, Eisen- 
hower called his most dangerous assignment and went in uni- 
form to Rome to discuss surrender terms. 


He was wounded in Holland, he commanded in Korea dur-

These showed a cumulative 
production ‘‘deficit”’ of 260 billion 
dollars since President Eisen- 
hower took office in 1953. Ac- 
cording to the report, the growth 
rate dropped by more than half 
in the period—from an annual 
average of 4.7 per cent to 2.3 per 
cent. 

-The Ruttenberg statistics em- 
phasized that unemployment had 
leveled off at higher points after 
each recession in the Eisenhower 
Administration.

PARIS, Feb. 15. 
AMERICA is still tied to its mother’s apron strings. To 
prove it M. Raymond de Becker, sometime student of Prof. 
Carl Jung, has written a book called “From Tom Mix to 
James Dean.” In it M. de Becker tries to trace the emo- 
" tional state of America in 
terms of eight movie stars 
~—Tom Mix, Rudolph Val- 
entino, Charles Chaplin, 
Clark Gable, Humphrey 
Bogart, Gary Cooper, Mar- 
lon Brando’ and James 
Dean. 

It’s all quite 
when M. de Becker ex- 
plains it. When we spoke 
to him he told’'us he had 
never been to the United 
States. This he felt was an 
advantage, because he was 
dealing in dreams, mass 
dreams if you will, and 
had he visited America he 
would have been confused 
by the real thing, 

The first one to get the 
couch treatment was Tom 
Mix. Tom to Americans 
was the symbol of purity, 
honesty and all the virtues of knighthood. He symbolized 
everything Americans cherished and his ability to escape dan- 
ger unscathed gave Americans a fine sense of security. But 
there was more to Tom Mix than that, insists M. de Becker. 


TOM MIX 


. There was Tony his horse. Freud and Jung insist that a 
. horse or cow is a mother symbol. 


Therefore, Tony and Tom 
were no more than mother and son, Tony the mother, carry- 
ing Tom on her back. 


“Tom Mix and Tony were a unity,” insists M. de 
Becker, “and it is unimaginable that Americans would 
have accepted one without the other.” 


Just when Americans were getting used to Tom Mix and 
Tony, along came Rudolph Valentino, who was anti-cowboy. 
Valentino was a Latin, sleek, dark-haired and a dandy. His 
success says M, de Becker was based on the fact the French 
and Italians had beaten. the Germans (Nordics) during World 
War I and, whereas before World War I, Latins weren’t taken 
seriously in the United States, now they took on some added 
luster. Also the American woman was in revolt and when she 
applauded Valentino she was in a sense applauding her at- 
tempts to break away from the puritanism of the early 
twentieth century. De Becker claims that America was also 
growing up. In several of Valentino’s films he dies and ac- 
cepts defeat, something Tom Mix would never have done. 

Charlie Chaplin was never a hero to Americans, de Becker 
says, though he thinks he fooled them for many years. Ameri- 
cans never understood that the little tramp was making fun 
of their new country, They. laughed because they thought 
Chaplin couldn’t adjust to their way of life, Little did they 
realize, says Becker, Chaplin didn’t want to. 

Gary Cooper was to Americans the “human hero,” who 
knew fright, despair, and death. Cooper, says de Becker, had 
more identification with the Americans than Tom Mix, Tony, 
or Rudolph Valentino. He was the first “boy next door.” 
Cooper, says Becker, was one of the first heroes to play a 
crippled man (‘“‘The Lou Gehrig Story’’). America at the time 
identified itself with a semi-paralyzed man who lived in the 
White House. De Becker said Americans were deciding it was 
no longer shameful to be sick. Cooper started a long series of 
films on mental and physical illness. America was growing up. 

Opposed to Cooper was Clark Gable, who played the 
heel with charm-and started treating women roughly, 
much to their delight. Gable was the symbol of honor- 
able seduction, and also the one who was able to 
subdue the spoiled female Apnarices brat. America 
was growing up. 

Along with Gable came Humphrey Bogart, who played the 
big gangster with the soft heart. He was representative of a 
world whose morals were breaking’ down and who, at a loss 
for finding a way out, turns to crime. Here again, de Becker 
insists, the acceptance of Bogart’s roles was tied up with 
mother. The American authority of women, and weakness of

* the American father, made the son humiliated and America 


was getting its kicks out of crime. America was growing up. 

The final two actors in the book are Marlon Brando and 
James Dean, Their success also symbolizes America’s ac- 
ceptance of the domination of women, But whereas the other 


“movie stars tried to do something about it, Brando and Dean 


represented the new generation who were neurotic and took 
pleasure in defeat and death, America was growing up. 

Since M. de Becker has never been to America we didn’t 
dare tell him that the biggest rage in television is the cowboy 
picture again. If we did the only conclusion he could draw 
from it was that we were back where we started from again 
with Tom Mix,

PM SURE that if art had been 
stuffed down my throat, I would 
have choked on it, spit it out, 
and played the piano with a so- 
cial grace I do not possess in 
art. 

Of all the art I saw in my 
youth, outside of the museum, 
none left me with any particular 
exaltation, and only one gave 
me any insight at all into what 
the vast world of art would be 
like. This was a dreamy copy of 
Andrea del Sarto’s dreamy ‘‘Ma- 
donna dejl’ Arpie,” owned by 
the minister who catechized me. 
I knew her in postage-stamp size 
from “Apollo” but when I saw 


her standing full size in half-light. 


on her pedestal, between com- 
panion saints, the little harpies 
attendant on them all, I felt 
something happen that, if it 
wasn’t exaltation, was at least a 
preview of what might be if I 
could ever crash the Renaissance 
in person. 

Then and there I started my 
unsubtle campaign to get to Eu- 
rope—to examine her, firsthand. 
I sold magazines; I sold junk 
and fitfully built up a bank ac- 
count against the «ge when my 
parents would consider it suit- 
able for me to go into the world 
alone. 

During the monetary and 
chronological wait, I employed 
another metliiod at home to build 
up my chances for departure. 
With singleness of purpose I mo- 
notonously hammered away at a 
painful curiosity about art. This 
procedure was also monotonous- 
ly painful to my parents, since 
it tested and strained their edu- 
cational prowess, digging for 
answers to my endless questions. 

The art dealers in my home 
town were limited, too. There 
was only one. He had an ample 
stock of Icart prints. 

Occasionally, the dealer would 
brave the storm and offer an 
exhibition of fine etchings and 
engravings: Rembrandt, Durer, 
Van Leyden, etc., and especially 
those of contemporary masters, 
popular at the time, 


But the one who opened my 
eyes was Rembrandt. It was 
at one of these daring exhibi- 
tions that I fell financially in 
love with a work of art for the 
first time, and, bless that deal- 
er, he let me price everything 
from the “Hundred Guilder 
Print” to the one I finally 
bought for much less than the 
American equivalent of one 

r. 


Like a young father-to-be, lay- 
ing his financial status before 
the doctor who is to deliver his 
first child, I stuttered out my 
savings and my allowance to 
this trusting man. 

He let me putt $5 down, with 
Boy Scout promises to pay off 
the $32.50 balance in the next 
six months. 

“Two Nude Models, One 
Standing,” by. Rembrandt Har- 
mensz van Rijn (1606-69)—price, 
$37.50. First state from the A. 
Artaria collection. My first pri- 
vately owned work of art, and 
by Rembrandt . . . the Rem- 
brandt! : 


This picture went with me 
from prep school to college, and 
throughout my life. It was a 
high standard to set, and one I 
could seldom live up to. And it 
doesn’t follow, unfortunately, 
that a 12-year-old boy, whose 
first art purchase was a Rem- 
brandt etching, continues in this 
éxalted vein, In the first place, 
it took me a whole year (instead 
of six months) to pay for that 
etching, and there was no more 
money for art works, good or 
-bad. .So I had to conten‘ myself 
with the wonders of the local 
museum. 


The City Art Museum in St. 
Louis stands high on a hill in the 
great city park. It was one of 
the few permanent buildings 
which remained after the expo- 
sition of 1904. It is Roman, im- 
pressive, and for me, after 
“Apollo,” the open-sesame to 
art. Not that the collection 
housed there in my youth was 
great, or even adequate for 
study or inspiration, but it 
abounded in copies of great 
works, some masterpieces, and 

an atmosphere at once sacred 
val profane. My first visits 
were from the progressive 
school, with mother leading the 
entourage. , 

We walked through a lovely 
park on these trips up to Art 
Hill, up to the imposing en- 
trance. On either side were 
limestone ladies, semi-nude, 
muses of the arts, but more like 
stately mothers who could make 
the kiddies feel at home. 

The entrance hall of the muse- 


um was copied after the baths 
of Caracalla, or someone. Thank 
heaven the Romans were clean. 
Their public baths left an indel- 
ible mark on American public 
buildings. It made them roomy. 
We copied their baths rather 
than the temples, more im- 
pressed’ by their social graces 
than by their gods. And in the 
case of museums, they are cool 
and high, with light source dis- 
tant as the sun itself as it 
approaches morning from the 
equally distant east. This hall 
was filled with casts, seamed 
mockeries of ancient glories, 
ancient gods and goddesses; of 
warriors and virgins; the later 
vestals, crowned with pagan or 
Christian symbols on the same 
old ancient drapes. From the 
central place of honor the confi- 
dent majesty of Verrocchio’s 
“Bartolomeo Colleoni” rode high, 
making a futile pass at the pro- 
portionately midget entrance 
door that could only have ad- 
mitted the sacks of plaster lath 
and excelsior that comprised its 
bulk. And it alone stands out as 
comparable to the original when 
I finally saw it, being high, aloof, 
and tempered rotted-green, ito 
simulate the natural - patina ‘of 
the past. 


But Venus from the Isle of 
Melos, Demeter, and those pre- 
posterous, overly theatrical 
daughters of Niobe withheld 
their charm in plaster, being shy 
in anything but their original 
material. How luckless, lumpy, 
and unlifelike they all seemed. 

Like all museums, 6urs tried 
to give to the present visitor a 
quick impression of the past of 
all countries, from Stonehenge, 
kaleidoscopically almost, to our 


own not nearly so distant Salem >. 


sailor ancestors. There were 
“‘rooms.”” Classical, Gothic, Re- 
naissance, New England, and 
Victorian. The classical room 
made no attempt to copy Pom- 
peii or any other geographic lo- 
cation. Fortunately, it was just 
a simple room with “classic” 
lines. There was a slight con- 
cession to authenticity in the 
“classic”? ornaments—classic and 
classroom, straight out of the 
textbook—Ionian, Doric, or Cor- 
inthian. Since the early 1900 ed- 
ifice in which it resided already 
included, indiscriminately, all 
forms of classic decor, this room 
seemed most “at home.” In it 
were housed a sparse collection 
of fragments of antiquity, most- 
ly the inevitable Roman copies 
of Greek art. 

At that time the other “rooms” 
didn’t impress me too much. Cer- 
tainly not the Early American 
one, which came too close to be- 
ing what Mother was trying to 
achieve in the guest rooms at 
home. There she had collected, 
as the museum had, the most in- 
quisitional group of Early Amer- 
ican furniture ever ‘assembled. 
In this motley mishmash was a 
bed, original to the last rung and 
spindle-turning. The chairs were 
designed for penance, and the 
desk—something called a ‘‘Jenny 
Lirid”—had the only known sur- 
face which automatically folded 
the letter as you wrote it. There 
was a chair, upholstered in petit 
point which I shivered to think, 
was labeled to be left to me. 

The Early American room I 
never wished to visit in the: mu- 
seum, for it was a museum, a 
place of escape, and—it was for 
me! I preferred the Gothic room, 
bleak and bare, or the wonder- 
fully ornate, improbable and fur- 
nitureless Moorish interior from 
Spain, with its charming and in- 
ventively shaped little fountain, 
into which every school child 
in our city used to throw pennies, 
and which, I’m sure, went some 
short way to keep the museum 
running. 

The picture collection was in- 
decisive. It never made up its 
mind (or the viewer’s) as to what 
was good, bad, or indifferent art. 
Good paintings by good painters 
were beside bad paintings by 
bad painters. These were the 
years before America and Amer- 
ican collectors took it upon 
themselves to transport Euro- 
pean art, in toto, to our shores,

having any incentive of our own 
to produce great art. 

Most of the paintings and 
much of the furniture, rugs, and 
“‘objects d’art,’’ a term which in- 
cluded sculpture at that time, 
were the gifts of wealthy citi- 
zens. The best that can be said 
about these donors is that they 
left a wealth of material to the 
museums of.America. Those who 
gave to museums were either 
dead and wanted to be remem- 
bered (there were a great many 
*‘in-memory-of’s’’), or they were 
house cleaning. The great col- 
lectors whose collections were 
made under the influence of 
either great artists' or dealers 
were only just beginning, and 
they kept their treasures close to 
home for many years—at least 
they did until it became the last 
“‘tax relief” in sight. 


Then all at once our mu- 
seums grew up and bulged 
with authentic opulence, as 
they do now. But these col- 
lections, whether they hung in 
a room named after the donor 
(and where their indecisive 
quality was most apparent) or 
whether they were seen all 
together, scattered in gal- 
leries which attempted to show 
the ‘ successive schools: and 
trends in art, they were all we 
had. The almost without ex- 
ception second-rate Renais- 
sance paintings, for example, 
gave little indication of the 
- Splendor of that past period 
when art was the achievement, 
not the proof, of culture, 


Yet there were some whose 
beauty, mystery, and deep-felt 
grace startled my bape For 
example, there was a tiny por- 
trait of a man in a gently shaped 
velvet hat to match his velvet 
robe, against a green background

goodly time. 

That was our favorite picture, 
and when news came years later 
that the museum had sold it, I 
think a thousand kids, at least, 
then grown up, must have gone 
in mourning.

But 
it had become part of the legend 
of our ‘youth, and somehow, even 
though it was theatrical and not 
too well done, it captured us and 
made us admit that art could be 
interesting. It was a springboard

It 
was a wary, bearded man, one 
baleful eye blase to portraiture, 
the other fixed to see that the 
painter did right by. his wall- 
eyed superiority. His clothes are 
a dictionary of dress: and man- 
ners as he sits before a fabric 
of design—again a fraction off 
the greens of nature. 

About that museum phrase, 
“attributed to,”” who really cares 
if Sebastiano did it, or someone 
else? We benefit, and another 
attribution does not change the 
sitter, or his portrait, or its 
Original plan at last to please 
the viewer. 

And there were English por- 
traits, too. There always are in 
American museums. The British 
being our most immediate iden- 
tity with culture, American art 
patrons approved and collected 
them. These classy gentlefolk 
gave respectability to their draw- 
ing rooms, and proved we're 
still not here too long to lose 
what, in our local past, we fought 
to loose us from. The English 
portraitists painted themselves 
into their own backgrounds, but 
strangely enough it took a couple 
of visiting artists to see them 
best. Vandyke and Holbein. St. 
Louis had a Vandyke, and I 
could see that he gave the Brit- 
ish glamour which they could 
not give themselves. Their own 
artists painted at home as their 
poets wrote away from it—nos- 
talgically. 

But for the children of our 
city, one frame alone contained 
the essence of our pictorial taste. 
It was enormous, this canvas by 
an unremembered French artist, 
bold and brave—at least as far 
as the subject went. It was a 
giant illustration of a gruesome

Election Year Concern 


HYDE PARK, Feb. 15. 

IF MY MAIL is any indication; people are becoming very 
much concerned over this election. year. One woman, for 
example, writes me: ‘This is election year for our country’s 
highest office and I feel the candidate should name his cabinet 
in advance, and thereby face the nation with a complete slate 
so we will know just what to expect—and vote accordingly.” 


This is an interesting idea, but it presupposes that 
none of the candidate’s supporters at the convention 
have made any bargains or promises in order to 
obtain votes during the. pre-convention struggle. It 
also assumes that a candidate, before his election, 
would be able to obtain the acceptance of all those 
he wanted to serve in his eabinet should he be elected. 
That may sound éasy, but I question whether it would 
actually be so. Once you are the elected President 
there is much more force behind you than when you 
are just a candidate! 


I think my correspondent would do better to concentrate 
on getting that man nominated and elected President whose 
judgment she trusts and whom she believes will not allow 
his followers to make any commitments beforehand that would 
be harmful if they had to be carried out.

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ington, talking with lawmakers. 

“I have no trouble getting in 
to see Senators and Congress- 
men,”” she says in a classic un- 
derstatement. 

“TI see WAIF’s whole problem 
as a big gorge. On one side are 
thousands of homeless children. 
On the other are thousands of 
parents who want those children. 
Our job is to build a bridge 
across.” 

Her lobbying activities are 
aimed mostly at getting a simple, 
uniform adoption law in each 
country. There are 33 different 
state adoption laws in the United 
States alone. 


“FINDING GOOD PARENTS 
is' the least of our problems,” 
she says. “We have 100 prospec- 
tive parents for every available 
child. What we need is money 
to promote our work and less 
red tape in our laws.” ,
